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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-16, 19, 21-28, 30-41 and 50-102 are pending in this application. 



Action Summary 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 42-49. Therefore, any and all 
rejections or objections directed towards them are hereby withdrawn. 

2. Examiner acknowledges the addition of claims 54-1 02. 

3. The objection to page 12, lines 16 and 19 of the specification as containing 
hyperlinks is hereby withdrawn as applicant has removed the hyperlinks from the 
specification. 

4. The rejection of claim 19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph is hereby 
withdrawn as applicant has amended the claim to correct the new matter rejection and 
the use of the term "delivery agent". 

5. The rejection of claims 1-16, 19, 21-28 and 30-53 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph as being indefinite is hereby withdrawn as applicant has amended the claims 
to recite that each of the oil are ethoxylated. 

6. The rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph as being 
indefinite and vague is hereby withdrawn as applicant has amended the claim to 
remove the vague and indefinite language. 
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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a transdermal delivery system comprising: (a) an 
ethoxylated lipid selected from the group consisting of an ethoxylated castor oil, an 
ethoxylated jojoba oil, an ethoxylated corn oil, and an ethoxylated emu oil; (b) an 
alcohol mixed with the ethoxylated lipid so as to form a penetration enhancer; (c) an 
aqueous adjuvant mixed with the penetration enhancer, wherein the aqueous adjuvant 
comprises Aloe Vera: and (d) a delivery agent mixed with the aqueous adjuvant and the 
penetration enhancer.
